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Greenbelt’s History Radburn, 
Letchworth Are Basis for Town Plan

(This is one of a series of ar- 
ticles about the history of city 
planning and its influence on the 
development of Greenbelt. The 
article is based upon notes made 
for a lecture series at the Com- 
munity Church two years ago. 
Much of the information is taken 
from the 50th Anniversary book, 
“Greenbelt, History of a New 
Town, 1937 - 1987.” However, 
other source material was used 
as well.) 

The plan for Greenbelt is de- 
scribed as being closer to the 
plan for Radburn, New Jersey 
than the plan of Ebeneezer 
Howard for Letchworth, England. 
However, Greenbelt’s garden city 
plan has elements of both. 

The plan for Greenbelt dif- 
fered considerably from the typi- 
cal town plan of rectangular 
blocks and houses set out in a 
row. Some of the special features 
of the plan for Greenbelt are: 

¢ It follows the natural topog- 
raphy of the site. The town is 
laid out along the crest of a fish- 
hook shaped mdge. 

¢ It utilizes superblocks with 
large interior spaces free of ve- 
hicles and the housing clustered 
into courts. 


¢ It provided for a recreational 
complex located in the town cen- 
ter, which originally consisted of 
a baseball field, clay and paved 
tennis courts and a swimming 
pool (not finished until 1939). 

¢ Also in the town center, on 
the edge of the recreational facili- 
ties, were located the commercial 
and civic facilities. The combined 
police and fire department was 
located in what is now the 
Domino Pizza building. The 
school was also a community 
center and the focal point for 
community activities. There was 
an integrated neighborhood shop- 
ping center with adjacent parking 
lots, one of the earliest built. 

Interior Sidewalks 

¢ The plan included an interior 
sidewalk system through the 
middle of the superblocks, not 
alongside the streets. Five under- 
passes were built, of which four 
provided access to the civic-com- 
mercial-recreation area by going 
under Crescent Road, and one, 
put under Edmonston Road, pro- 
vided access to the new high 
school. 

* In part to appease the resi- 
dents of Berwyn Heights who 
were not happy about having this 
new town experiment built next

door, the new high school was 
located nearer to that town than 
to the new housing. It was origi- 
nally built to be a rural commu- 
nity center. (The school is now 
Greenbelt Middle School and the 
underpass, although blocked off 
for use, still exists). 
¢ The clustered housing was 
not oriented towards the street, as 
was common to construction of 
that time. Instead, many of the 
structures were clustered in U- 
shaped, 3-building complexes 
with the interior of each U being 
the service side for the homes, 
the place where cars were parked 
and garages located, where deliv- 
eries were made, and refuse 
placed for collection. Each home 
had an outdoor utility closet on 
this side. The other side of the 
buildings were the garden side 
and had covered porches and of- 
ten faced adjacent common areas. 
The efficiency and one-bedroom 
apartments were clustered nearest to 
the town center. 
Construction features 
The objective was to build struc- 
tures with low maintenance and re- 
placement costs. Tugwell felt that 
“the highest standards of construction 
are essential to low-cost building.”

The Greenbelt Metro Area 
Sector Planning Group came back 
together on Monday evening, De- 
cember 7, in the Greenbelt Mu- 
nicipal Building for what had 
been expected to be a routine ap- 
praisal of their achievements so 
far and an assessment of what 
was still left to do. By this time 
members who comprised the 
original focus group, the core 
team who began the process, had 
met together for almost two years 
and, in January 1998, at the end 
of their first year, had produced 
what was called their “final re- 
port.” This report became the 
take-off point for the expanded 
planning group and the four- 
charrette process that took place 
between June and October 1998. 

From the beginning the focus 
group incorporated a wide variety 
of interests. Included among 
their number were representatives 
of adjacent municipalities (Col- 
lege Park, Berwyn Heights and 
Greenbelt) with sometimes con- 
flicting concerns; private busi-

nesses (Capital Office Park, 
Beltway Plaza and the owners of 
the A. H. Smith property); the 
Washington Metropolitan Area 
Transit Authority (WMATA); and 
members of the planning staff of 
the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
(MNCPPC). Among the varying 
interests they brought to the table 
were quality of life issues for 
those who lived nearby, larger 
environmental and transportation 
mandates, and the desire of busi- 
ness owners to maximize profits 
and promote economic develop- 
ment. 

In the words of Dean 
Armstrong, land planner with the 
law firm of Fossett and Brugger, 
which represents Capital Office 
Park, many of the people at the 
meeting felt as though they had 
been together “forever.” 

Attack on the Plan 

Armstrong spoke in response 
to shouted comments by Robert 
Boone, president of the 
Anacostia Watershed Society,

City and Museum Featured 
In Maryland Magazine

The November issue of Mary- 
land Humanities, the quarterly 
publication of the Maryland Hu- 
manities Council, is devoted to 
“Visions of Community — Town 
Planning in Maryland.” Two ar- 
ticles are included on Greenbelt: 
“Greenbelt: A New Deal Remnant 
in Our Midst” written by Cathy 
D. Knepper, and “Maryland’s 
Best Kept Humanities Secrets: 
The Greenbelt Museum.” 

In the first article, Dr. Knepper 
provides a brief history of 
Greenbelt’s planning principles, 
tracing its inception from 
Rexford Tugwell’s Resettlement 
Administration. Tugwell, 
known as one of President 
Franklin Roosevelt’s “Brain 
Trusts” during the Great De- 
pression, had a vision of 
“greenbelt” towns being con- 
structed all across America. 
Unlike most towns built before 
and after Greenbelt, Greenbelt 
was specifically designed for 
walkers. It demonstrates how 
the automobile could coexist 
with housing without being in- 
trusive on family life. As Dr. 
points out, 
“Greenbelt’s rowhouses face 
each other, forming ‘courts,’ 
with small central park areas... 
So, in addition to very small, 
private yards of their own, resi- 
dents enjoyed easy access to an 
open green area. Local roads 
formed the superblock boundaries, 
allowing people to reach their ga- 
rages or parking spaces.” 

Greenbelt Museum 

The second article on 
“Maryland’s Best Kept Secret” 
describes the Greenbelt Museum 
at 10-B Crescent Road as “an 


original International Style house 
near the town’s center that is re- 
stored and furnished with objects 
from the period of 1936 to 
1946.” It notes that the Friends 
of the Greenbelt Museum’s new 
exhibit “Fashionable, Functional 
and Frugal: Modern Design in 
Everyday Objects, 1930-1946” is 
now on display in the Greenbelt 
Community Center. “The display 
explores the infusion of modern- 
ist design into homes in 
Greenbelt via kitchen utensils, 
appliances, furniture, tableware, 
flatware and textiles.” 

The exhibit opened on Friday, 
November 20, with a gala cel- 
ebration. The exhibition room, 
located on the first floor next to 
the main office, has been com- 
pletely redesigned in bright Fiesta 
ware colors of orange, turquoise, 
red, yellow and green. The exhi- 
bition cases were Specifically 
crafted for the room and contain 
examples of Art Deco streamlin- 
ing. Glass tableware, chrome 
ware and plastics are among the 
many pieces on display. A cata- 
log and a video will be added to 
the exhibition at a later date. 

The exhibition is open daily, 
10 a.m. to 10 p.m., in the Com- 
munity Center, 15 Crescent Road. 
It is funded by the Maryland Hu- 
manities Council, through a grant 
from the National Endowment for 
the Humanities, the Maryland 
Historical Trust and the Friends 
of the Greenbelt Museum. A 
limited number of copies of the 
Maryland Humanities publication 
are available at the Greenbelt Mu- 
seum, opén on Sundays, 1 - 5 
p-m., and the Greenbelt Library.

Insensitivity 


I am extremely upset at the 
behavior I have witnessed in this 
city over the last six months. A 
very unfortunate and tragic event 
took place in Greenbelt this past 
summer, but, I am now even 
more distraught at what has oc- 
curred since then. My family 
and I have resided in Greenbelt 
for the last 15 years and I have 
never been ashamed to call 
Greenbelt my home, until now. 

In June, my boyfriend Jason, 
was killed in an automobile acci- 
dent on Crescent Road. It was 
and still is a great shock to his 
friends and family. He was a vi- 
brant 22 year old man with a tre- 
mendous heart and wonderful 
sense of humor. Sometimes his 
loss is just unbearable. During 
the next several weeks and 
months to follow the accident, 
numerous loved ones came to 
Crescent Road to lay down flow- 
ers, pictures, letters, candles and 
other mementos that had meaning 
and was something special be- 
tween them and Jason. One 
thing in particular that was taken 
was a set of Rosary beads that a 
close friend had left that were 
given to him as a child. 

Eventually, I was able to go 
down to the tree to place a cross 
there as a remembrance to Jason. 
(I have seen many, many places 
along the roadways that have 
similar things placed at the site 
where a loved one has passed.) 
To my utter amazement and 
shock, a few weeks after all those 
things were lovingly placed in 
memory of Jason, someone had 
taken all of them. Every dried 
flower, a candle, pictures, even 
the cross that was buried in the 
ground was taken. I never imag- 
ined that people could be so in- 
sensitive to other people's feel- 
ings. I tried to replace what I 
could, some things are irreplace- 
able, but I placed another cross 
where the previous one was and 
slowly more flowers and candles. 

A month or so passed and I 
was driving by the tree and had 
to stop my car and get out to see 
if I was not hallucinating. Every- 
thing was taken again! I found a 
few things in the woods nearby 
and placed them by the tree. 
Within two weeks it was all gone 
again. 

If you have ever lost someone 
close to you, you will understand 
that this is very hurtful. Jason’s 
resting place is | 1/2 hours away 
and it is difficult for me and oth- 
ers to drive there to mourn his 
loss. I and other friends visit the 
tree and take a moment to reflect. 
I am having a very difficult time 
understanding how anyone in this 
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city would have any reason to 
disturb what was left at the tree. 
I would like for whomever has 
done this to think about what 
their actions have done to me and 
other loved ones who left some- 
thing at the tree in remembrance. 
I barely have enough energy to 
get through some days without 
having to explain to his friends 
why some insensitive person in 
Greenbelt has chosen to steal the 
things that were left for Jason. 
Please, next time just take a mo- 
ment and think before you take 
what does not belong to you or 

has no meaning for you.

Some Greenbelters feared that 
the private real estate industry 
would get its hands on what be- 
came Greenbelt Homes, then fed- 
erally-owned, and jack the very 
low, subsidized rents sky-high. 
So these Greenbelters got Con- 
gress to authorize the sale of 
Greenbelt instead to a co-op of 
the then tenants. They knew 
rents would have to rise in a self- 
sustaining co-op (and they did) 
but not as much as if a profit- 
seeking landlord got his hands on 
it. And these Greenbelt tenants, 
the pioneer co-opers, got the 
whole project for a good low 
price. When some other 
Greenbelt tenants moved out, that 
opened up vacancies for new 
people to join GHI and move in 
(people like me and, later, 
Robinson). 

That is not any argument or 
reason, either for the City of 
Greenbelt to annex territory out- 
side the city limits or not to an- 
nex. I know not what other 
Greenbelters’ reasons are for or 
against annexing Parkside, but 
never thought that the niceness of 
Parksiders was an issue. I’m 
against annexing unless and until 
we get more police so that we 
don’t spread an already too thin 
police department thinner over a 
geographically growing area. 

When a person needs a cop 
and there isn’t one available, and 
he has to wait at the police sta- 
tion for nearly a half-hour after 
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The Old Curmudgeon 
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Can’t wait to get my new ‘Gucci’ boots next year at the upscale

The U.S. Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency urges holiday shop- 
pers to look for the Energy Star 
logo when buying holiday gifts 
that use electricity. The logo iden- 
tifies computers, VCRs, TVs, and 
appliances that help the environ- 
ment by using less energy. Energy 
Star is a federal program that pro- 
motes energy efficient technolo- 
gies. 

Saving energy helps the envi- 
ronment because most of the elec- 
tricity used is produced by fossil 
fuels like coal, oil and natural gas. 
When burned, these fuels release 
air pollutants that cause smog, acid 
rain and respiratory disease. Car- 
bon dioxide emissions from energy 
use accelerate the greenhouse ef- 
fect which causes global climate 
change. 

Saving just 10,000 kilowatt 
hours per year prevents 55 pounds 
of nitrogen oxides, 128 pounds of 
sulfur dioxide, and 7.5 tons of car- 
bon dioxide from being released 
into the atmosphere, reducing 
smog, acid rain and the impact to 
climate. The carbon dioxide re- 
ductions are the equivalent of 
planting two acres of trees.

ergy created the Energy Star pro- 
gram to promote the use of energy 
efficient equipment. They allow 
manufacturers whose products 
meet federal energy efficiency cri- 
teria to use the Energy Star label. 

When TVs and VCRs are 
turned off, they continue to use 
energy for features like remote 
control and channel memory. 
Some energy experts call this 
waste “leaking electricity.” Energy 
Star-labeled products help elimi- 
nate this waste because they don’t 
leak electricity. 

The amount of energy con- 
sumed by home electronics when 
they are not in use is the equiva- 
lent to the annual output of six 
power plants. If all Americans 
purchased only Energy Star-labeled 
TVs and VCRs, the reduction in 
air pollution would be the equiva- 
lent of taking one million cars off 
the road. 

Energy Star-labeled TVs require 
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three watts or less of power when 
switched off - an energy savings 
of up to 75 percent over conven- 
tional models, which consume as 
many as 12 watts when off. En- 
ergy Star-labeled VCRs require four 
watts or less of power when 
switched off - an energy savings of 
up to 70 percent of conventional 
models which consume as many as 
13 watts when switched off. 

Energy Star-labeled equipment 
such as computers, monitors, printers 
and fax machines power down to a 
“sleep” mode when not in use. Any 
action such as the movement of the 
mouse, a keyboard stroke, an incom- 
ing message, fax or print job reacti- 
vates the equipment. Because of the 
“sleep” mode, Energy Star-labeled 
equipment uses only about half the 
electricity as standard equipment, re- 
sulting in less pollution, lower elec- 
tric bills and longer equipment life.

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The functional or contemporary 
style of the homes was de- 
scribed by one critic as “solidly 
built boxes pierced with win- 
dows” whose “appearance Is re- 
deemed only be their placement 
in the landscape.” 

Central oil heating systems 
for each building and utilities 
were designed for single owner- 
ship at a savings in cost. The 
town had its own electric, water 
and sanitary sewer systems with 
water and electricity being pur- 
chased at bulk rates and sewage 
being treated at a town plant 
(located where the District 
Highway Engineer’s office is 
now located). In planning the 
town, apparently no thought 
was given to the possibility that 
some day there might be private 
ownership of the separate build- 
ings. That resulted in many 
problems when the project was 
sold by the government in 
1953. 

Combining the school with a 
community center was a cost 
saving feature that the architect 
felt would “draw community 
activities into closer contact 
with child education.” The 
school was one of the few true 
art deco structures built. It has 
a streamline modern design 
with flying buttresses on the 
front and carved stone reliefs 
depicting the preamble to the 
U.S. Constitution. The two 
main buildings at the commer- 
cial center are also art deco 
with curved corners, buttresses 
on the theater and a curved 
front facia with an art deco 







sign (long gone).. Lenore Tho- 
mas did ‘both the mother and 
child statue and the school re- 
liefs. 

Innovations 

Many innovations that be- 
came common to the construc- 
tion industry were first tried 
here. These included threaded 
copper fittings for water pipes, 
brass plumbing in the waste 
system and decorative glass 
blocks. Greenbelt was the first 
project to use copper piping. 
New ways to build laths and 
concrete roofs were also devel- 
oped on the project. The use of 
glass blocks was so new that 
no one knew how to lay them. 
The first attempt to build a 
wall was unsuccessful, with the 
wall collapsing overnight. The 
glass blocks were used in the 
school and the apartments. 

Landscaping was an impor- 
tant aspect for the new town. 
Some 12-13,000 native trees, 
shrubs and small plants located 
in the construction area were 
moved to a nursery for reuse. 
Angus MacGregor, who was 
formerly employed by the mil- 
lionaire financier J. Pierpont 
Morgan, was the _ head 
groundskeeper. Efforts were 
made to save trees whenever 
possible. At Roosevelt’s sug- 
gestion, numerous Tulip Poplar 
trees were planted. Instead of 
fences, hedges were used to 
define yards. 

The greenbelt was a distinc- 
tive feature of the plan and the 
basis for the town’s name. 
However, other than its use for 
garden plots, its purpose was 
ill-defined. Plans for farming 
were abandoned because of 
budget problems and realization 
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that it was not good farm land. 
Some planners felt that it was 
reserved for future expansion or 
to control future expansion. 
There were concept plans for 
the. further development of 
Greenbelt with other neighbor- 
hoods, but no official plans. 

The biggest failure of the 
original planning is that it failed 
to plan for an expanded total 
community although future ex- 
pansion was assumed. Nor did 
it consider that the government 
would not own it one day. 

On April 30, President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt reviewed and 
approved the plans. On Novem- 
ber 13, following his electoral 
victory at the polls for a second 
term of office, Roosevelt came 
to Greenbelt to inspect its 
progress. Special accommoda- 
tions were made for the handi- 
capped president to tour the 
model units at 33 Court of 
Ridge Road. He was quoted as 
saying, “I have seen the blue- 
prints of this project and have 
been greatly interested, but the 
actual sight itself exceeds any- 
thing I have dreamed of. This is 
a real achievement and I wish 
everyone in the country could 
see it.” 

First Tenants. 

The first tenants moved in on 
September 30, 1937. Originally 
budgeted for less than $10 mil- 
lion, the original appropriation 
was for $6.95 million. The 
project wound up costing over 
$13,000,000, which resulted in 
a great deal of criticism from 
the opponents and skeptics. 
However, part of the cost was 
for relief employment, which 
would have occurred in any 
event. Over 13,000 people were

ultimately employed on the 
project. 

Instead of building the 1,000 
units originally planned, the 
project was scaled back to the 
574 townhomes, 306 apartment 
units and 5 single-family pre- 
fabricated houses actually built. 
A few farms were remodeled 
and 10 steel-frame dwellings 
known as Parkbelt’ on 
Forestway were privately built. 
Not built was a bathhouse, 
boathouse and beach at the lake 





and the Greenbelt Inn which 
was to have been located on 
Parkway. Although fewer ga- 
rages were planned than a study 
indicated were needed, only 
375 of the 500 were ever built. 
Underpasses for Ridge Road 
were deleted. Churches were 
not built because of separation 
of church and state, and the 
new churches formed by the 
residents had to buy land and 
build their own edifices.

Recognized as one of the long- 
est serving working municipal em- 
ployees in the state of Maryland, 
Al Markell, a crewman in the the 
parks crew of the Greenbelt Public 
Works Department retires this 
month. Markell began working 
with Public Works on July 6, 1964 
and is retiring 34 1/2 years later. 
City employees and retirees from 
all departments and some of 
Markell’s friends and family gath- 
ered for a luncheon at the 
Greenbelt Community Center on 
December 11 to honor and bid 
farewell to Markell upon his retire- 
ment. 

Al Markell is one of many little 
known city employees who per- 
forms important work on a daily 
basis that helps to make the city a 
better place in which to live. Ac- 
cording to Superintendent of Op- 
erations Kenneth Hall, who led off 
the kudos at the luncheon, 
Markell’s special niche in the 
parks operations was the repair of 


small engines and playground 
equipment.

The department’s acting director 
also referred to citations placed in 
Markell’s personnel file about his 
maintenance of playground equip- 
ment and how he had singly con- 
structed bus shelters and play- 
ground equipment pieces.

who was objecting to a road- 
way drawn on a newly prepared 
preliminary land use map. The 
road, roughly parallel to the 
CSX railroad track, formed a 
north-south connection through 
the Smith property between 
Greenbelt Road and the Metro 
site. On the map it was shown 
as a line of alternating black 
. and white segments. 

“You've got a black and 
white snake going across...,” 
Boone shouted over all other 
speakers, ignoring their attempts 
to describe the thinking behind 
this element of the map design. 
“It will destroy the wetlands, 
the whole thing—that one little 
viper road there.” 

Others explained that no par- 
ticular placement had been des- 
ignated for the small road, 
whose location would depend 
on later environmental assess- 
ments. They noted that some 
sort of access would be neces- 
sary for nearby residents to 
reach the projected major retail 
center. Other access roads had 
been considered and abandoned 
during the planning process and 
that reducing traffic impact on 
the residential neighborhoods 
along Cherrywood Lane had 
been a major planning priority. 





When Armstrong thus finally 
got the floor, he deplored 
“people who’ve never been 
here before and who want to 
undo everything,” the compro- 
mises that had been worked 
out, coming in and saying 
““You’re all scum.’ I wish 
people would be a little consid- 
erate of what’s been done be- 
fore.... It’s very distressing to 
conscientiously work over a 
two-year period and have 
people come in and want to 
throw it away.” 

In a similar vein, Greenbelt 
Mayor Judith Davis recalled 
the “many, many months to 
come up with a concept,” 
which could still be changed, 
she noted. “If I were a devel- 
oper, I'd love to hear what I’m 
hearing now—everybody eating 
away at each other—Hollywood 


against Berwyn Heights, 
Berwyn Heights’ against 
Greenbelt. And the developer 


is going to win in the end.” 
She urged that the road remain 
as part of the map until neces- 
sary information becomes avail- 
able to deal with that issue. 
‘Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts reminded those present 
of the Greenbelt Station plans 
developed after the county 
council authorized such action 
in CB 35. “We're trying to get 


something better for all our

communities,” Roberts said. 

Councilmember Thomas 
White agreed: “Absent that 
road Cherrywood is going to 
get the brunt.” 

Monty Kolste, MNCPPC 
project facilitator, concurred: “A 
multimodal center by definition 
means automobile access. You 
don’t want to do damage to cir- 
cuit streets.” 

Urban planner Jennifer Smith 
pointed out that the preliminary 
map does not show the bicycle 
and pedestrian trails that the 
planning group has also pro- 
posed. 

Evidently trying to smooth 
some ruffled feathers, 
Greenbelter Doug Love, repre- 
senting environmental interests, 
summed it up: “You did a 98 
percent wonderful job and we 
thank you for it. No one is 
calling anyone ‘scum.’” 

Fiscal Year 1999

constraints and opportunities ... 
for individual neighborhoods,” 
with “balanced solutions to en- 
vironmental and developmental 
issues” to be recommended. 

A plan outline was passed out 
to those in attendance including 
the following items: land use; cir- 
culation; environment, recreation 
and open space; public facilities; 
and economics/market. Besides 
the core area to be considered— 
the WMATA site and the Smith 
property—including preservation 
and conservation management, 
nearby neighborhoods would also 
be looked at, including Springhill
